The resolution was presented by Kim Landry followed 
by a spirited debate. Call for close of comments and 
the vote.

The vote was taken by petitioned paper ballot. The 
resolution was defeated 16 yes, 35 no. 


Moderator Henne thanked Bob Corrigan for 
assuming the chair and resumed his duties. 


Article 24: Other business. 


Steve Tassey commended the Town and Town 
Departments for keeping their portion of the budget 
down. He was, however, disturbed by the amount of 
funds’ that were allocated to the County and urged 
fellow citizens to look at it carefully. 


Lucy Evans announced the Gorham Middle School’s 
Community Service Day on May 9, and asked those 
interested in having students help with spring clean-up 
to call the school. 


Jo Carpenter announced that the positions of Town 
Clerk and Tax Collector were open and anyone 
interested should apply at the Town Office by 5:00 PM, 
Friday, March 19. 


Jo, on behalf of the Board of Selectpersons, then 
thanked Sue Waddington for her years of service to the 
town as Town Clerk and Tax Collector. She noted that 
the transition to limited hours at the Town Hall was not 
always easy for the citizens or for Sue, but she did a 
wonderful job overseeing that transition. The citizens 
attending the meeting gave her a spontaneous ovation. 


Moderator Henne then called a recess of the 
meeting at 8:20 PM, for the purpose of counting the 
ballots.

DEPARTMENTAL REVENUES 


Under the Municipal Budgeting System, each municipality must 
budget using gross expenses by department. The associated 
revenues are not permitted to be deducted to reflect the net 
operating expenses. In order to clarify the interrelationship of the 
departments’ revenues and expenses, the following information is 
being offered.

Executive - This budget includes all of the Town's copier 
expenses. When used for non Town business, the Town receives 
compensation. The Town also receives reimbursements for 
certain other expenses such as public hearing expenses. For 
2010, this totaled $28.75. Some rebates and Staples rewards 
were also received. Miscellaneous reimbursements totaled 
$289.00. 

Elections, etc. - The associated revenues include fees from 
motor vehicle registrations, dog registrations, and UCC's. For 
2010, these fees totaled $1,378.50. Fees for checklists totaled 


- $225.00. Fees for dog fines totaled $1.00. 


Financial - Costs of registering liens are recovered in the liening 
process. For 2010 miscellaneous reimbursements totaled 
$$44.10. 

Revaluation of Property —- There were no associated revenues 
year. 

Legal — There were no associated revenues year. 

Personnel Adm. - There were no associated revenues this year. 
Planning - The associated revenues include fees from the 
applications for site plan review, subdivision, and any associated 
expenses. For 2010, these items totaled $139.40 

Buildings- Several donations were received for use of the Town 
Hall. In 2010, this totaled $20.00. 

Cemeteries - This budget is partially offset by the interest 
received on Cemetery Perpetual care trust funds and burial fees. 
In 2010, this amount was $204.60. There were received no 
burial fees and no cemetery lots were sold. 


. Insurance - This budget is partially offset by the credit received 


due to past history. In 2010 there were no associated 
revenues. 


. Regional Assoc. - There were no associated revenues. ' 
. Police — This budget is offset by revenues received for fines or 


services. In 2010, $20.00 was received from gun permits. 


. Ambulance - Gorham does receive revenues against their gross 


expenses. Our fee is calculated based upon actual usage, and 
their net operating expenses. 


. Fire - The Fire Department receives 50% reimbursement for fire 


warden training, forest fire fighting. Reimbursements for rescue 
expenses and insurance money from accidents are also 
received. In 2010, this amount was $ 130.42

Building Insp. - The building inspector's salary is partially 
reimbursed by the associated fees. In 2010, this totaled 
$1,687.8. 

Dispatch - Our fee is calculated based upon actual historical 
usage. (running 3 year average). There were no associated 
revenues. 

Emergency Management - In 2010 there were no associated 
revenues. 

Highway -This department does receive occasionally income 
from plowing and sanding and from the highway block grant from 
the state based upon the number of miles of town roads 
maintained; and some other smaller misc. items. In 2010, the 
Block Grant totaled $14,060.03 Revenues for sanding were 
received that totaled $345.00. 

Solid Waste - This department receives income from recycling, 
and fees for disposal of various items, from the sale of PAYT 
bags and from the sale of recyclables In 2010, $474.00 was 
received from fees; $5,945.00 was received from the sale of 
bags; and $1,909.00 from the sale of recyclables. 


. Health, Welfare - There were no associated revenues. 
. Parks - The development and some of the park maintenance is

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SELECTPERSONS REPORT 


The: Board of Selectpersons has had a busy year 
trying to address various issues. The Selectmen attended 
31 posted meetings, as well as a number of other Board 
meetings. 


The resignation of Sue Waddington and the 
subsequent hiring of Rodney Hayes as Town Clerk and 
Tax Collector has slowed down the process of becoming a 
municipal agent. The state has not been adding new 
municipal agents but hopes to add some this year. The 
town office will also have high speed internet very soon 
which is also necessary for this project to move forward. 


The Board met several times with Fire Chief Tom 
Hayes and the Fire Department Officers to keep the lines 
of communication open and to keep abreast of the needs 
of the Fire Department. The Board hopes that a survey of 
vehicles needed and a replacement schedule will be 
developed soon. 


The Board also met periodically with Ken 
Simonoko to address the needs of the Public Works 
Department. Each year the Board reviews and updates 
the Heavy Equipment replacement schedule and the 
paving schedule. There has not been much paving done 
in the last several years due to the high cost of asphalt. 
Ken, with the help of Bruce Manzer, has done a survey of 
the condition and needs of all town roads. The road in 
front of the town hall will be addressed this year. 


| The Board has spent a lot of time this year 
| investigating options for police service since as of town 
meeting there will no longer be an elected constable. The 
Board contacted the State Police, Gorham Police 
_ Department and the Coos County Sheriff’s Department to 
inquire about interest in providing police coverage for 
Shelburne. 


The State Police are mandated to provide 
coverage to towns with populations less than 3,000, 
however, Troop F covers from Pittsburg to Plymouth and 
must prioritize their calls so they are not always available 
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| 








for immediate coverage. They do offer a service to hire an 
off-duty trooper to work in a town for shifts of 4hours. 


Police Chief P.J. Cyr expressed interest in the 
Gorham Police Department providing coverage and the 
Board has met with him several times. He has presented 
the Board with a draft memorandum of understanding. 


The Sheriff's Department never replied to the 
Board’s inquiry. 


The Board also considered the costs of hiring a 
part-time or a full-time officer. Both of these options were 
deemed too costly. 


The Board held an_ informational meeting in 
January to present these options and get input from 
citizens. The consensus at that meeting was to sign a one 
year contract with Gorham to have them answer 
emergency calls; to have non emergency calls handied by 
the State Police and to also put some money in the budget 
to hire Gorham to do some patrols when deemed 
necessary by the Board. These choices are reflected in 
the $14,000 Police Budget. 


The Board was pleased to see Time Warner 
installing their power node and wiring various areas of the 
town for service. While the whole town is not covered for 
service, the service area seems to be somewhat larger 
than originally anticipated. Installation to individual homes 
began at the end of January 


In August the Board hired Tri-Basement System 
from Barre, Vermont to address the wet basement 
condition under the town office and town hall. It was 
decided to break the projects into 2 phases. The area 
under the addition was completely done this year. The 
Board will monitor this for at least a year and then decide 
whether the area under the town hall should be done. 


The discharge of water from the basement that 
crosses Village Road has been much greater in volume 
and longer in duration than anticipated. This problem will 
be addressed this summer by routing the discharge under 


the road. 
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The Board hired Avitar Map to update our tax maps 
this year. Several items were added, including the Zoning 
Districts. We now have very attractive and colorful maps. 


The Board hired Flynn Carpentry to address 
several of the recommendations from the energy audit 
report received last year. Doors were replaced, insulation 
added, overhead doors tightened and a cover put over 
the exhaust fan at the Fire Department. The Board will be 
evaluating the Town Garage/Fire Department Building in 
2011 and a proposal from that evaluation will most likely 
be addressed in next year’s budget. 


Shelburne’s 2010 town report won first prize in 
New Hampshire Municipal Association Town Report 
Contest for towns with population under 750. We have 
placed first the last five years and several other times 
since 1994. Thanks to Jo Carpenter and Ann Leger for 
their creative work. 


The Town is mandated to do a Revaluation of 
property every five years and we will be doing that in 
2011. We encourage everyone to pick up a copy of their 
tax card so they will be informed about what their value is 
now. 


The Board once again found budget development 
to be a challenge due to rising costs, problems that need 
to be addressed and the state of the economy in the North 
Country, the United States and the world. Health 
insurance rose by about 15.5% and the town’s share of 
retirement rose about 21%. The Board is committed to 
trying to keep expenditures down while at the same time 
addressing needs of the town so that we will not have to 
spend years trying to catch up on things that should have 
been done but were not. At this time it appears that the 
town portion of the tax rate will be up some. 


Lastly, the Board would like to thank all the town 
departments for working to keep their budgets and 


expenditures down.

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PUBLIC WORKS 


Maintenance of town roads is never ending and more 
costly every year. With the help of a paving consultant | 
have been developing a plan to address the needs of all 
the towns’ roads. We must fund the Paving Capital 
Reserve Fund each year and we must address a road or 
portion of a road every year. If we do not faithfully 
maintain this schedule we will come to a point where we 
are faced with major and costly problems. 


Next year we will address Village Road, in front of the 
Town Hall. We will take care of the water discharge from 
the town office basement by installing a pipe and then 
rebuild and repave that section of road. 


We seem to be having an old fashion snowy winter but 
since we are well-equipped to handle it, it has not been a 
problem. 


| would like to remind everyone that when we do have a 
storm it is important not to park on the road and it is 
against the law to plow snow into the road and leave it 
there. Snow left in the road could cause a serious 
accident for one of your neighbors. 


Keep in mind that the plow truck on the North Road has 
the right of way under state statute for being over width, 
over height and over weight during the maintenance of 
the roads. the plow can not move or stop quickly. Please 
be cautious. Let’s all be safe.

Shelburne Waste District 


The operation of the Transfer Station continues 
smoothly, with Shelburne’s citizens working with the 
operating crew to reduce waste and enjoy the donuts. 
Pay-as-you-Throw bags are still available at both the 
Town office and the transfer station, and the cost is still 
$7.50 for a roll of 5 bags. 


Please remember that we are collecting all 
mercury items such as switches, thermometers, regular 
fluorescents, compact fluorescent lights (CFLs) and small 
“button” batteries. Therefore, keep these items out of the 
regular trash and place them in the special containers or 
talk to the operators if you have questions regarding 
disposal. 


The sale of collected recyclables brought $1909.00 
to the town this year. The town received $474.00 for 
landfill fees, and $5,945.00 from the sale of green bags. 
The income from sale of bags offset over 18 percent of the 
solid waste budget for the year. In addition we have put 
over $2,300.00 into the landfill equipment account against 
future purchases. 


We are proposing spending $20,000 to purchase a 
skid steer and attachments for moving recyclables at the 
transfer station. 


The Household Hazardous Waste collection day is 
scheduled for June 4: 2011. Please look for information at 
the transfer station in May. Please note that all costs for 
taking hazardous waste to the collection come from state 
grants and from the expendable trust fund. There is no 
individual costs on the day of collection for Shelburne 
residents. 


Again, we wish to thank everyone who helped to 
make the transfer station operation go smoothly, and to 
reduce the waste. Please join us for coffee and donuts.

We have also done some training with in the 
department and as well with their departments this year. 
The following is what has been done this year. 


We participated in a vehicle extrication exercise at 
the Bog Brook Training site in Maine. The departments 
were Gilead Fire, Bethel Fire and Bethel Ambulance. This 
training is held every year and is intended to bring mutual 
aid agency's together and also to give the children of the 
camp achanceto see what we do in that kind of 
situation. 


We held Extrication Training with Gilead at the 
Shelburne Fire Station in dealing with rolled over vehicles 


- and the safety that goes with that situation. 


We held a Hybrid Awareness class at the Shelburne 
Fire Station that included Gilead Fire. This class was 
intended to bring all of our First Responders, Fire and 
EMS Responders up to date on the dangers and 
operations of hybrid vehicles. 





We held a class with Gorham EMS and Bethel 
Rescue on scene requirements of the fire department 
members in preparing for the ambulance to arrive on the 
scene of an emergency. 


We had a few members of the department attend 
the fire attack school in Maine to take a 2 day course in 
ATV rescue operations and small water craft operations. 
The class was a great benefit for the department. 


We had some hands on in the proper way of 
cleaning and inspecting of chimneys. 


We had some drivers training during the summer. It 
was in emergency vehicle operations. 


We had had equipment classes in the department, 
on what we have for equipment and the operations of the 
tools, gear and safety of them. 


We completed our required National Incident 
Management System (NIMS) of the 1S100 and 1S200. 


We have had various training in pumping from many 
types of water source in the town. 


We have many new training events scheduled for 
the up coming year as well and just remember the more 
we train the better we can do our jobs for you and your 
family in time of need.

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Basic Fire Safety Tip: The Fire Triangle 


Four things must be present at the same time in order to 
produce fire: 

¢ Enough oxygen to sustain combustion, 

¢ Enough heat to raise the material to its ignition 

temperature, | 
¢ Some sort of fuel or combustible material, and 
¢ The chemical, exothermic reaction that is fire. 
Take a look at the following diagram, called the 


Fire Triangle 





“Fire Triangle" Oxygen, heat, and fuel are 
frequently referred to as the "fire triangle." Add in the 
fourth element, the chemical reaction, and you actually 
have a fire "tetrahedron." The important thing to 
remember is: take any of these four things away, and you 
will not have a fire or the fire will be extinguished. 
Essentially, fire extinguishers (and Firefighters) put out 


fire by taking away one or more elements of the fire 
triangle/tetrahedron .Fire safety, at its most basic, is 
based upon the principle of keeping fuel sources and 
ignition sources separate. 
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We would like to take this opportunity to thank the 


firefighters, officers and their families of Shelburne, 
Gorham & Gilead.

EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


This was a quiet year in Shelburne with no major 
emergencies. Many parts of the state were not so lucky. 
Some places had flooding, high winds and major power 
outages. 


We received from FEMA that our updated Hazard 
Mitigation Plan has been approved. We are planning to 
add a Wildfire chapter to our plan which should help us if 
opportunities arise to apply for grants for forest fire 
fighting equipment. 


We hope to hold a tabletop exercise on opening our 
Emergency Operations Center sometime in the near 
future. 


We continue to work with Brookfield Power to make 
sure we are ready for flooding emergencies of the 
Androscoggin River. 


Itis very important for each household to be prepared 
for an emergency. The Red Cross recommends that at 
least 3 days worth of water and food be kept on hand. We 
still have some weeks of winter to go and then there is 
always the possibility of spring floods, when parts or all of 
Shelburne could be cut off from either Gorham or Maine. 
So plan ahead and stock up. Stanley Judge, EM Director 
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Planning Board Report 


The Planning Board had another relatively light year in the 
number of issues coming before it. The Boards principal 
activities during 2010 were lot consolidations and 
boundary line adjustments. During this lull the Board has 
worked with several of the groups that have volunteered 
to assist with the Master Plan. The Board is feels this 
effort is lagging and will be looking to find ways to help 
the volunteers in 2011 as we greatly appreciate the time 
and effort they are putting into the process. 


We had hoped to not make any changes to the zoning 
ordinances till the revised Master Plan was in place but 
have identified several issues that we feel need to be 
addressed. They are: 


1. We feel that commercial - recreational campgrounds 

are an accepted business in Shelburne just as hotels — 

motels etc so we have recommended that they 
become an accepted use in the Rte 2 Mixed use 
district. 

2. We have updated the definitions for recreational 

Campgrounds and moved it to the section of 

definitions dealing with tourist accommodations. 

_3. We have responded to a request by the selectmen to 
deal with “camping” on personal property to bring the 
Town into closer alignment with the State RSA’s while 
preserving the rights of the landowners to greatest 
extent allowed by the RSA’s. This change will allow the 
Select Persons to establish a process to ensure that 
all state laws regarding health and safety are adhered 
to. 

4. Portable storage unit - we are adding definitions 
around storage containers to define what is covered 
by a proposed new ordinance and what is not. Storage 
containers that are covered will no longer be allowed 
in Shelburne — any that are here at the time of adoption 
are grandfathered.

There 
are quite a few state laws around both building and 
demolishing structures that must be complied with and 
the building inspector has the necessary paper work to 
comply with these laws. In particular the NH Energy Code 
was revised as April 1, 2010, many more projects now 
require approval under that code, please check with the 
Building Inspector when replacing doors, windows or re- 
roofing. 


If anyone has questions about whether or not a 
project requires a building or demolition permit, please 
call the building inspector before the project is started as 


after the fact permits now cost more.

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TOWN FOREST REPORT 


Mother Nature continues to do her job in the Shelburne 
Birches. Daily, it seems, more young paper birches reach 
the age when they begin to turn white. They show up well 
while the leaves are off. You can see them popping up 
well back from the road, scattered among the cherries 
and maples that compete with them. We're doing our best 
to give the birches the upper hand, although they will do 
just fine without our help. Our effort is pretty much 
directed to show them off, to bring the beautiful, graceful 
trees out in the open where they can be admired. 


Throughout the section of the birches that has not been 
clearcut, the damage from the ice-storm years back can 
still be seen. Broken trees, dead or dying, stand all 
around. Some are close enough to Route 2 to cause 
concern. The New Hampshire Highway Department has 
been contacted for assistance and advice regarding the 
removal of these trees, but due to personnel changes and 
budget problems, no plan has developed. We will have to 
press this issue in the coming season since the trees 
continue to degenerate. 


A new addition to the Shelburne Birches is a string of 
telephone poles through the area. FairPoint notified us 
where they were going to put the poles---one was to be 
planted in the lawn at the memorial! ---to bring in optic 
cable telephone service to Shelburne. After much 
reluctant consultation, we managed to agree on the 
location of the poles that would be least objectionable. 
There seems to be no way to prevent such progress and 
the town does need better phone service and computer 
access. As it happened, once the lines were put up, 
Fairpoint declared bankruptcy and the project was 
delayed. We have heard no updated time line for 
completion of the work. 


Once again, we need to thank Mike Ryan for his efforts to 
sneak in mowing jobs between the rainstorms and keep 
the Memorial looking attractive. And also thanks to Bob 
Waddington for his labors before he had to retire from the 
committee.

2010 Year End Report 


This is a brief summary of the accomplishments of 
the newly formed Shelburne Trails Club (STC). While 
early trail work efforts started in 2009, the STC formally 
organized in 2010. 


2009: lan Carlisle re-opens Middle Mountain Trail as part 
of his Boy Scout Eagle project. The Lussiers and Bennetts 
begin clearing the Scudder Trail to Cabot. 


May, 2010: The 1st meeting of 22 interested residents of 
the community formed the STC. The conversation 
focused on needed trail work, potential projects, signage, 
mapping, and development of the _ trail club 
charter/organization. 


July, 2010: Trail work continues on the Scudder Trail and 
maintenance on the Yellow, Gates Brook, and Middle Mt. 
trails. The Bowl and Pitcher Trail is restored. 


August, 2010: The 2nd meeting of 20 residents formalized 
the club to a limited degree: Acting President: Dick 
Lussier; Acting VP: Larry Ely; Acting Treasurer: Jody 
Landry; Acting Secretary: Katie Stuart. A committee 
was formed to look at bylaws for structuring of the club as 
a non-profit. Seth Briggs gave an overview of various 
Shelburne trails and Larry Ely presented on trail 
maintenance. Priority projects are Scudder Trail to 
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Ingalls & Ray’s Pond, and the Scudder to Cabot 
connector. 


August & September, 2010: The Scudder Trail 
completed. The Connector Trail between the Mt Ingalls 
Col and Mt Cabot summit opened. Potential trail to Judson 
Pond flagged. Philbrook Trails (Yellow, Red, Blue, and 
White Trails) received maintenance. Dick Lussier 
obtained a Federal ID number for the club. A 3 meeting 
of 11 interested members included: update of trail work, 
upcoming priority work, & review of the STC logo. Bob 
Pinkham’s signs installed on trails and a Motion passed to 
accept draft bylaws for the STC. The following Board of 
Directors (BOD) was established: Larry Ely, Dick Lussier, 
Katie Stuart, Darryl Bennett, and Drew Johnston. The 1st 
BOD meeting was held with the following positions: 
President: Dick Lussier; VP: Larry Ely; Treasurer: Mary Jo 
Landry; Secretary: Katie Stuart. The BOD signed 
paperwork to register the STC as a state civic 
organization. Mary Jo Landry collected signatures to 
open a bank account. 


October, 2010: The Shelburne Trail Club becomes 
incorporated on Oct. 18, 2010. Trail from Middle Mt. to 
Peabody Brook Trail flagged and partially opened. Yellow 
Trail maintained from Scudder Trail to Philbrook Farm 
Red Trail. 


November, 2010: Crow Mountain vista to the north toward 
the Mahoosucs cleared. 


December, 2010: The 2"°¢ Meeting of the Board of 
Directors (BOD): reviewed donations’ received, 
brainstormed fundraising concepts, discussed ideas for 
celebrating successes, assessed upcoming work 
projects, proposed applying for grants, reviewed the 
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membership and email lists, and proposed setting up a 
specialized trail tool cache.

To the Town of Shelburne: 


The Gorham Community Learning Center has served 
children from the Gorham, Shelburne, and Randolph 
communities since 1978. We provide fully accredited 
year-round child care, preschool, toddler and school-age 
programs. We have been a self-sustaining not-for-profit 
corporation since 1987. The recent economic downturn 
in our community and beyond has had a severe financial 
impact on our programs’ ability to meet our financial 
commitments while maintaining our high quality 
standards. Donations from United Way, County Incentive 
Fund, and fundraising efforts have decreased over 75%. 
As a result, our current cost per child for a full day child 
exceeds our current daily tuition rate of $33 per child. To 
remain accessible to all families we cannot pass these 
increases on to them. For the first time ever, we have 
had to turn to you, the taxpayers for help in sustaining our 
essential programs. The money raised through our 
petition article will be used to offset a portion of the 
increases in operating expenses. 


In 2010 GCLC served 98 children residing in the GRS 
school district. These preschool children will enter 
kindergarten with an excellent foundation of social, 
physical and pre-academic skills that the schools can 
build upon. As _ part of an excellent collaborative 
relationship, both the GCLC and the Ed Fenn school are 
teaching from the same _ handwriting and phonics 
curriculum. Other educational enhancement programs 
between GRS school district and GCLC such as “Reading 
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Buddies” and “Transitioning to Kindergarten” provide 
enrichment to the children at no additional cost. 


The programs of the Gorham Community Learning Center 
are critical not only to the students who use our Center, 
but to the community and ultimately to the Valley as a 
whole. An overview of the results from 19 quality care 
and education studies shows that children who 
participate in high-quality programs are more likely to be 
successful in school. Investing early in a child’s life by 
building a good foundation for learning can save 
taxpayers a tremendous amount of money. Investing in 
quality preschool saves $7.16 for every $1 invested. Your 
$1,500 support could potentially see $10,740 in savings in 
the long run. 


Business leaders know an investment in childcare in not 
just a nice thing to do — it just makes good business sense.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden 
and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State 
of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work 
collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland 
fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact 
your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine 
if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under 
State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside 
burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. 
The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services 
also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens 
are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 
1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. 
Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help 
us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more 
information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at 
(603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


This past fire season had a slightly lower number of fires, as 
well as lower number of acres burned then the 5 year average. 
What made this fire season somewhat unusual was that it lasted 
most of the summer. New Hampshire typically has a fairly 
active spring fire season and then the summer rains tend to 
dampen fire activity later in the season. This year virtually all 
areas of the state had fires throughout the summer due to the 
periodic dry spells throughout the season. As has been the 
case over the last few years, state budget constraints have 
limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout 
towers to Class Ill or higher fire danger days. Despite the 
reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookouts are 
credited with keeping most fires small and saving several 
structures due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. 
The towers fire spotting was supplemented by contracted 
aircraft and the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was 
especially high. The largest fire for the season was 10.3 acre 
fire in Charlestown. Many homes in New Hampshire are located 
in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes 
and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires 
during the 2010 season threatened structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire 
from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping 
your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and 
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maintaining adequate green space around your home free of 
flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please 
help Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s 
Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

It's the Law 


1. EVERY DOG, three months old or older, MUST HAVE A 
LICENSE. These are obtained from the Town Clerk. This 
must be done EVERY YEAR BEFORE APRIL 30TH. 
Penalties will be imposed on any dog that is not registered 
as of June 1°. 


2. EVERY DOG* must have a certificate showing that it has 
been VACCINATED FOR RABIES. This certificate must be 
presented at the time of registration. 


3. EVERY DOG must wear its license tag. (RSA 466:1) 


4. License Fees: (RSA 466:4) 

$ 6.50 - all neutered dogs 

$ 6.50 - puppies (3 - 7 months) 

$ 9.00 - all unneutered male dogs 

$ 9.00 - all unspayed female dogs 

$ 2.00 - owners over 65 (one dog only) 
Failure to comply will make you liable for a penalty of 
$25.00 per dog. (RSA 466:13) 


5. SHELBURNE HAS A LEASH LAW 

No dog may be allowed to run at large unless it is 
accompanied by the owner or custodian. (RSA 466:30a) 
(Voted November 4, 1980) 


6. * It is now State law to have all cats 3 months of age and 
over vaccinated against rabies.

Any items containing mercury are collected separately. See Ken 
or John for more information. 


There are now charges to dispose of many different items. These 
fees reflect the cost to the Town for disposal and are subject to 
change. People wanting to dispose of items that have a fee | 
associated with their disposal should see the landfill attendant 
and pay him before disposing of the item. People disposing of 
items, not paid for, will be billed. A list of fees is available at the 
Transfer Station. 


The Transfer Station does not accept any hazardous waste 
including hazardous household waste. A Hazardous Household 
Waste Collection Day will be held again this year with the 
Androscoggin Valley Regional Refuse Disposal District. Details 
will be posted at the Transfer Station.

ORDINANCE REGULATING USE OF ALCOHOL ON 
TOWN PROPERTY 


Section 1: Consumption of Alcohol Restricted 
Except as otherwise provided by this Ordinance, it shall be 


unlawful to drink or otherwise consume any alcoholic beverage or 
alcoholic liquor as defined in RSA:175, in the Chester C. Hayes 
Memorial Park, any Town buildings or associated parking lots in 
the Town of Shelburne. 
Section 2: Possession of Open Containers 

Possession of open containers which contain alcoholic 
beverages or alcoholic liquor as defined in RSA:175 in any public 
place shall be considered prima facie evidence of consumption. 
Section 3: Penalty 

Whoever shall fail to comply with the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be guilty of a violation and subject to a fine as 
specified in Criminal Code 651:2, not less than $ 50.00 per 
violation. 4

PARKING BAN 


It was voted at the 1990 Town Meeting to mandate a 
parking ban within the boundaries of town roads’ right of 
way during and 24 hours after a snow storm. 


Vehicles in violation will be towed at owner's 
expense. 


SPEED LIMITS IN SHELBURNE 


The selectmen have set speed limits for the following 
town roads: 


East end of North Road - from intersection with 
Meadow Road to the Maine Line - 35 miles per hour. 


Village Road and all other town roads - 25 miles per 
hour. 
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Truck Travel Restricted Ordinance 
Adopted 9/15/2008 


When signs are erected giving notice thereof, including 
any applicable vehicle weight limitations and/or 
restrictions upon any classification of vehicles 
recognized by the State and/or Federal Department of 
Transportation or Interstate Commerce Commission, 
streets or parts of streets shall be restricted to vehicles 
complying with such vehicular weight limitations and/or 
restrictions, provided, however, that if signs are erected 
restricting a street , or part thereof, with a sign stating 
merely “No Through Truck Traffic” or similar designation, 
without further elaboration, then such street or part of 
such street shall be restricted to vehicles that meet all of 
the following requirements: (1) a gross vehicle weight of 
12,000 pounds or under; (2) no more than two (2) axles; 
(3) no more than six (6) tires; and (4) operates as a single 
unit. All trucks failing to comply with such limitations are 
expressly prohibited unless they have applied for and 
received a permit for an exemption from this ordinance. 
These restrictions shall not apply to vehicles making 
deliveries or pick ups to residences, businesses or 
properties on said streets, to Town owned vehicles or 
drivers traveling to their own residences on said street. 
Drivers traveling to their own residences shall not park 
said vehicle on any portion of the Town street or right of 
way. 


This ordinance was applied to North Road from the 
intersection of Meadow Road by voted of the Board of 
Selectpersons on September 30, 2008. 
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WEIGHT LIMITS ON ALL TOWN ROADS 


After holding a Public Hearing during the August 27, 1996 
Selectmen’s Meeting, the Board of Selectmen voted to set 
the following weight limits under the authority granted them 
by RSA 231:191 at their Selectmen’s Meeting on September 
BD, 1996. 


The weight limit on any town road within the Town of 
Shelburne shall be set at 60,000 Ibs. 


Per RSA 231:191 applications may be made to the Board of 
Selectmen to exceed this weight limit. The Board may grant 
permission in writing may impose reasonable conditions 
and may establish reasonable regulations for bonding and 
restoring the highway.

Anyone who wishes to burn clean, ordinary combustibles 
such as leaves, brush or untreated lumber, or have a camp 
or cooking fire must have written permission from the 
landowner and a fire permit (requires the free Adobe 
Acrobat Reader at 100% actual size) #“from the local forest 
fire warden or local fire department in the town or city 
where the fire will be kindled. You must be at least 18 years 
of age to obtain a written fire permit. 


Gas grills or charcoal fires in a container up 
and off the ground on your own property do not 
require a fire permit. 





Public or privately owned camp or picnic grounds must 
obtain an annual written fire permit from the town forest 
fire warden for use of outside fireplaces, camp or cooking 
fires used in the operation of the camp or picnic grounds. 
Such camp or cooking fires should: 


1. be in an area cleaned to mineral soil at least 8 feet 
across; 

2. have at least 6 inches of sand or gravel under the 
fire for any fire built on the ground; 

3. have no limbs or other burnable material to a height 
of 10 feet above the fireplace area; and 

4. be constructed so they cannot be moved from their 
mineral soil area. 
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What You Can Burn and When 

Only leaves, woody debris or brush less than 5 inches in 
diameter, or untreated wood and dimension lumber can be 
burned. For any open burning a written fire permit is 
required. Even with the permit, no open burning between 
the hours of 9:00 am and 5:00 pm unless it is raining.

Commercial Permits 

The Forest Ranger for your town/city and local Warden are 
needed to issue a commercial permit to burn when no 
other means of disposal of material is available, such as 
chipping, hauling to a landfill or other methods of legal 
disposal. 

The commercial permit is for contractors who use hired 
help for the burning of material between the hours of 9:00 
am and 5:00 pm and only needed when the ground is not 
covered with snow. 


The permit will be required to have suppression equipment 
on site while the burning is being done and the fires will 
have to be totally extinguished or be constantly attended.
